On page 9 it 
is stated that the may be identical to RIF and ROF, which, according to 
page 2, are described in the Blu-Ray standard. However, as the Blu-Ray 
standard is not public, it can not be used to supplement the disclosure 
of the present application. Therefore, this application provides no 
disclosure of TF and LF, contrary to Art. 83 EPC.
